From  this 
part  of  our  establishment  we  distribute  to  the  retail 
trade  the  choicest  roses,  carnations,  and  other  flowers 
in  season,  fresh  from  our  own  greenhouses  at  Scar¬ 
borough,  on  the  Albany  Post  Road,  five  miles  north 
of  Tarrytown.  In  our  greenhouses  at  Tarrytown  are 
grown  the  finest  Pierson  ferns  and  other  varieties,  of 
which  we  make  a  specialty,  also  palms  and  other 
decorative  plants.  We  deal,  also,  extensively  in  all 
kinds  of  bulbs  and  seeds  and  other  requisites  for 
country  estates.

We  give  particular  attention  to  floral  decorations. 
Our  staff  of  artists  in  this  department  are  experienced 
in  this  line  of  work  and  can  arrange  artistically 
flowers  and  plants  for  all  occasions. 

GREENHOUSE  ESTABLISHMENT 

Our  greenhouse  establishment  is  located  at  Scarbor¬ 
ough,  New  York,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
United  States.  The  greenhouses  are  of  immense  size, 
each  covering  half  an  acre,  and  are  devoted  to  the  cul¬ 
tivation  of  cut  flowers,  with  which  we  supply  the  mar¬ 
kets  of  New  York  and  other  cities.

Visitors  are  always  welcome;  in 
fact,  we  invite  intending  purchasers  to  order  in  person 
rather  than  by  mail,  as,  unless  one  is  familiar  with  the 
stock  wanted,  a  personal  inspection  is  always  more 
satisfactory.  Where  distance  or  time  will  not  permit, 
orders  sent  by  mail  will  receive  our  most  careful  and 
prompt  attention.

Our  stock  is 
transplanted  frequently  and  is  well-rooted,  and  will 
always  grow  under  favorable  conditions. 

While  we  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  all 
Trees,  Shrubs  and  Plants  true  to  name  and  healthy, 
we  do  not  give  any  warranty  expressed  or  implied, 
and  it  is  understood  and  agreed  between  the  purchaser 
and  ourselves  that  we  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be  held 
responsible  for  a  greater  amount  than  the  original 
purchase  price. 

SHIPPING 

When  ordering,  please  write  plainly  NAME,  POST 
OFFICE  ADDRESS  (and  express  office  when  differ¬ 
ent  from  Post  Office),  and  STATE.  Sometimes  one 
or  all  are  omitted,  causing  delay. 

The  spring  shipping  season  of  nursery  stock  begins 
the  end  of  March  and  closes  early  in  May.  Fall  ship¬ 
ping  begins  the  end  of  September,  after  the  foilage 
begins  to  fall  after  early  frosts,  and  continues  until  the 
ground  freezes.  Evergreens  can  be  planted  to  advan¬ 
tage  in  August  and  September. 

Shipments  by  express  or  freight  are  at  purchaser’s 
risk.  If  for  any  reason  goods  are  injured  in  transit, 
claim  must  be  made  on  the  delivery  company  at  once, 
as  our  responsibility  ceases  after  we  deliver  goods  to 
transportation  company  in  good  order. 

When  a  large  quantity  of  nursery  stock  is  required 
and  the  distance  will  permit,  we  recommend  delivery 
by  automobile  truck,  which  is  a  much  quicker  and 
safer  delivery  than  by  freight.  The  charge  for  such 
delivery  will  be  made  as  reasonable  as  possible,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  distance  from  our  nursery. 

PACKING 

As  it  is  impossible  to  include  the  cost  of  packing  in 
the  price  of  nursery  stock,  we  make  a  small  charge, 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  packing;  but  where  ship¬ 
ments  are  large  enough  to  be  shipped  in  bulk  in  car¬ 
load  lots,  we  deliver  goods  to  the  cars,  and  make  no 
charge  for  carting  or  packing.
